WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Direct evi- 
dence that Count von Bernstorff, former 
German Ambassador at Washington, 
who sought from his Government 350, 
000 with which to try to influence Con- 
gress for peace, engineered the deal with 
the Berlin Foreign Office for the $1,700,- 
000 Bolo Pacha plot to buy up French 
newspapers for pacifist purposes, was 


made public tonight by Secretary of 
State Lansing. 

Five cable dispatches were made pub- 
lic by Mr. Lansing clinching the proof 
that Bernstorff was the master mind 
behind the plot. These messages, which 
were exchanged during the Spring of 
1916 between Count Bernstorff and Herr 
von Jagow, who was then German Min- 
ister for Foreign Relations, show that 
it was Bernstorff who put up the propo- 
sition to his Government for the ex- 
penditure of $1,700,000 for this project- 
ed fraud on the French people, and that 
it took the Berlin Government just thfee 
days from the time Bernstorff made his 

cabled appeal to agree to the losn of the 
money.

Bernstorff cabled asking that nis Gov- 
ernment instruct the Deutsche bank to 
hold nine million marks at the disposal

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—It was Rep-

The shell craters on the German side 
were linked together here and there to 


form a kind of trench system, but many 


of these had been blown out by other 


shell bursts, and German soldiers lay 
dead in them. From others men and 


boys—many boys of 18—rose with arms 
upstretched, as white in the face as 


dead men, ‘but living and afraid. Across 


these frightful fields men came running 
toward the British Une. They did not 
come to fight, but to escape from the 
shellfire which tossed up the earth 


about them, and to surrender. Many of 


them were streaming with blood, wound- 
ed about the head and face, or with 


broken and bleeding arms. So I saw ish 


them early this morning when they 
ume down the tracks which led 
away from that long line of flaming 
gunfire. 

The scene of the battie in those early 
hours was a great and terrible picture.

Hundreds of Guns Volleying. 

The British guns were everywhere in 
the low, concealing mist, so that one 
could not walk anywhere to avoid the 
blast of their fire. They made a fury 
of fire. Flashes leaped from them with 
only a pause of a second or two, while 
they were reloaded. There was never 
a moment within my own range of vision 
when hundreds of great guns were not 
firing together. They were eating up 
the shells which I had seen going up to 

em, and the roads and fields across 
which I walked were littered with shells. 
The wet mist was like one great damp 
fire with ten miles or more of smoke 
rising in white vapor, through which 
tongues of flame leaped up athena by 
some fierce wind. 

The noise was terrifying in its vio- 
lence. Passing one of those big-bellied 
howitzers was to me an agony. It rose 
like a beast stretching out its neck, and 


there came from it a roar which almost 
split one’s eardrums and shook one’s 
body with the long tremor of the con- 
cussion. These things werp all firin 
at their hardest pace, and the earth 
was shaken with their blasts of fire. 
The enemy was answering, but with no 
great threat to the British guns. His 
shells came whining and howling. through 
all this greater noise and burst with 
a crash on either side of the mule tracks 
and over the bits of ruin near by and in 
the fields on each side of the paths 
down which German prisoners came 
ns their wounded. 

‘Tres ellholes, enormously deep and 
thickly grouped, showed that the Ger- 
man guns had plastered this ground 
fiercely, but later in the morning their 


shelling eased off, and the guns had

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 5.—Professor 
Jules Bois, the French lecturer, today 
issued u statement in regard to his re- 
lations with Bolo Pacha. He said: 

‘When I met Bolo Pacha he was a 
prominent personality in Paris, recog- 
nized by all and received everywhere as 
a most honorable man.

A new international law 
will be created by the war, and about 
the way to guarantee it the Vogssische 
Zeitung does not leave its readers in 
doubt. It will not be by disarmamen;, 
for a disarmed nation will have no 
power, and eonsequently decisions by 
courts of arbitration will have behind 
them no means ef enforcement. 
“ After this,” says the newspaper, “ it 
Will be impossible to rely merely on 
international treaties.” Not because 
Germany has violated any treaties, but 
because England has, through her plot 
with Belgium to despoil Germany. 

It is not necessary to follow the 
other comments, among which only 
the Tageblatt falls to sprinkle deftly 
a little poison in the bouquet. It is 
very difficult to believe that Count 
‘(CZEBNIN spoke as he did in good faith. 
His artless proposal] that the war be 
ended by a disarmament agreement 
which would not be carried out dur- 
ing the life of “the present genera- 
tion” too strongly suggests the real 
German-Austrian purpose back of 
that whole disarmament camouflage. 
But, if he sought to deceive the enemy 
and the neutrals, he plainly went too 
far to suit Germany. Germany prefers 
the Michaelis-Kithlmann way, which 
is to deceive the enemy only by the 
emptiest generalities. It does not like 
the Czernin way of descending to de- 
tails. If the German way shows a 
more profeund contempt for the ene- 
my’s intellect, if it treats us as chil- 
dren while the Austrian treats us as 
being at least half-grown, yet Ger- 
many has great confidence in her 
method.

A MILITARY NECESSITY. 

Senator McCumsBsr is mistaken, of 
course, in his opinion that the ele- 
vation of the commander of our ex- 


Staff to the rank of General is mere- 
ly a matter of social distinction. The 
phrase, we gather from Washington 
dispatches, is the Senator's own. But 
the present revival of the rank of 
General in our army is not for dis- 
tinction’s sake, but a necessary meas- 
ure of military regulation, as we are 
entering a great war with armed land 
forces numbering nearly 2,000,000. 
Obviously,’ the fact that the armies of 
our allies are commanded by Field 
Marshals and Generals is not the only 
or thé principal reason why the head 
of our most important field army is 
raised te a high rank. With a field 
commander ranking as General, it 
seems essential that the Chief of 
Staff, who is the military head of the 
whole establishment, should not have 

a lower rank. 

Probably at least two more Generals 
will be appointed in due course, the 
rank to be held in each case only for 
the duration of the war. Similarly, 
the new Lieutenant Generals will re- 
turn to their lower rank when the 
war is over. That is true of most 
of the newer Major Generals. We 
have never before had a military 
force comparable to that which we 
are now getting into shape, and its 
size and many branches demand the 
temporary appointment of officers of 
higher rank than we have had hither- 
to. These are war appointments, and 
the American citizen who looks with 
disfavor on rank and show need not 
fear that democracy is in danger. In 
the navy the rank of Admiral has 
been revived in a similar way. All 
fleet commanders are Admirals while 
they hold the command. When they 
are superseded they become Rear Ad- 
mirals again.

COHALAN was expressing views, opin- 
ions, and desires identical with those 
to which he gave expression in the 
von Igel memorandum dated April 17, 
thirteen days earlier. The identity is 
unmistakable. The Sinn Fein revolt 
had failed. He points out in the von 
Igel memorandum how it can be made 
successful, the only way. Germany 
must support it by landing troops, 
arms, and ammunition in Ireland, and 
possibly officers from the Zeppelins; 
there should be aerial attacks in Eng- 
land, a diversion of the fleet to ald 
the Irish revolution. In the Pittsfield 
speech he insists that although the 
Dublin revolt was put down, never- 
theless it will destroy the confidence 
of England's allies and “redouble the 
energy of her foes.” The memoran- 
dum points out specifically in what 
direction the energies of England's 
foes should be applied—by landing 
armed forces in Ireland, by aeria] at- 
tacks in England and by the use of 
the fleet against her. The speech and 
the memorandum taken together are 
entirély consistent, they obviously 
form parts of one conception, there is 
a presumption which it would require 
positive and direct evidence to remove 
that they are the fruit of one mind, of 
one trend of thought. 

We do not see how the Legislature 
could fail to act on such evidence as 
this. The author of the memorandum 
urged Germany to land troops in Ire- 
land and to murder British subjects 
by dropping bombs from airplanes. 
With England and with Germany at 
that time we were at peace. In urg- 
ing one of these Powers to attack the 
other in this manner Justice CoHALAN 
violated the laws of the United States.

Service After the War. 


To the Editor of The New York Mme: 
Before thé year 1915 the, name of Ca- 
proni was scarcely known by anybody. 
It has now become a common noun in 
the [Italian language end it bids fair 
to become as well known throughout 
the werld as the name of Mareoni. The 
latter gave wings to words, the former 
is giving steady wings te men. It is 
not what Gianni Caproni has done and 
will continue to de during this war that 
will im his name. Fer the 
present hé is deyoting his untiring en- 
ergy and his genius to the prosecution 


of the war and is doing all he can to 


facilitate vietery for the Allies, but 
what fs nearest to hia heart is Aviation 
after the war. 

His program for the post-bellum' pe- 
riod is grandiose, spectacular. I had 
& vision of it one evening last March. 
I went to see the Caproni brothers, 
Gianni and hig faithful collaborator, 
Federico, at @ hotel in Rome, just 
before leaving for America, with the 
intention of asking them for an in- 
terview, about their work, for the 
American press. They refused te grant 
it, saying, in their modesty, that they 
had nothing to tell me thet could Inter- 
est the American public We started 
to talk, however, and our conversa- 


tion soon turned on the subject that is 


predominant in their thoughts. 
words were like 
dreamer; but there was nothing in the 
tone of their voices or in their ex- 
pression that bespoke the visionary. 


They were calm, they showed no en- 
thusiasm; in fact, they were entirely 


unconscious of the sense of bewilder- 


ment that they were causing in my 


spirit as they proceeded in the revela- 
tien of their plans. 

IT am not authorized to say much 
about those new monsters of the air; 
mest of what I heard was confidential, 
but it will not be long perhaps before 
the whole world will hear of them. 
What I can say for the present, with- 
out betraying the confidence of any 


_| one—especially since I have seen state- 


ments somewhat to the same effect in 
the American press—is that shortly 
afier the cessation of the war I am 
perfectly convinced there will be estab- 
lished “air lines between Italy and 
England and between Italy and Amer- 
lea.

UNIFORM DAYLIGHT SAVING. 


England, Ganada and United States 
Should Keep Time Together. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I spent several months last year in 
England and Scotland. Every place 
that I visited the daylight saving of 
one hour was much appreciated by all 
classes of the people.

That is to say, 
the United States Congress, the Govern- 
ment of the Dominton of Canada, and 
the Government of Newfoundland 
should pass a bill to be uniform with 


Isles. 

We only want the United States and 
Canada to join the rest of the world in 
conferring one of the greatest blessings 
that possibly could be given to the 
millions of people in these two coun- 
tries, without money and without price. 
I am convinced that in this country, its 
vastness beyond the ken of man, the 
passing of the Daylight Saving bill 
would conduce to the physical, mental, 
moral and financial welfare of the na- 
tion, and that it ts deserving of the 
support of all classes of this great coun- 
wy. 

It was estimated that the saving to 
Great Britain by the operation of saving 
daylight tor the Summer 1917 would 
reach about 320.000. 000, equivalent tea 
the interest at 4 per cent. on 000, - 
000. What the saving in artificial light 
and other economies would mean to a 
country like the whele, ef the United 
States tn one hour for each day for six 
months would be a very difficult prob-. 
lerh to arrive at. If a saving of §20,- 
000,000 for Great Britain is a fatr esti- 
mate, then we might assume that, in a 
country like the States, where every- 
thing is done on such a large scale, 
the saving would reach thé enormous 
sum of $100,000,000. Capitalized at 4 
per cent. this would mean $2,500,000,000.
